The playwright had been under 
the care of physicians for several 
months, and entered the local hos- 
pital almost immediately after ar- 
riving here two weeks ago from his 
Ventnor, N. J., home to visit. his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Anna De Vries. 

Suffering from kidney and heart 
comphcations, his condition grad- 
ually became worse, and after two 
heart attacks on Thursday he was 
so weakened that hope of recovery 
was abandoned.

Shot in Hand i Pelloomian, 
He Forces Chauffeur to 
Drive Him for Hours. 


DRIVER’S BOY PRISONER 


Chicago, Jan. 31 (By A. P.).—A 
demented man who ran amuck here 
today shot his way out of a hos- 
pital, where he had been taken for 
examination, and forced a taxicab 
driver at the point of a pistol to 
drive him about the streets for five 
hours, tonight was captured at a 
railway station as he was about to 
leave Chicago. 

The man is E. H. Sackett, 60, for- 
merly a mining engineer of Kansas 
City and a few months ago released 
from a sanitarium at Pueblo, Colo., 
according to relatives. 

Sackett came here a week ago 
and yesterday his wife came to Chi- 
cago to take him home. Sackett 
had registered at a downtown hotel. 
and was asked to leave after parad- 
ing about the lobby with a cross 
attached to his back. He went to 
another hotel, and still later char- 
tered a taxicab and drove about 
for several hours, winding up at 
the home of his sister in Berwyn, 
a suburb, where his wife was stay- 
ing. 

He was induced to go to a Ber- 
wyn hospital, it being intended to 
hold him for a psychophatic exami- 
nation. When he learned of this at 
the hospital, he produced a pistol 
and fired twice at a policeman but 
missed. The policeman returned 
the fire and Sackett rushed from 
the hospital, shot through the hand. 

Flourishing the pistol in the face 
of A. Shryer, the taxi driver who 
had been driving him about for 
hours, he commanded the chauffeur 
to drive away. For several hours 
police squads toured the city, fear- 
ful that the man had attacked the 
| driver and the driver’s 9$-year-old 
‘son, who also was in the cab. 

Tonight the driver, badly fright- 
ened, reported to his company that 
he had been allowed, finally, he 
said, to take his cab to a point near 
his home, where his son alighted. 
Still later Sackett left the cab with- 
out paying his fare. 

Soon after the driver reported 
Sackett’s sister received a telephone 
call from him. He said he was ata 
railroad station and was about to 
leave Chicago. Squads of police 
made a hasty search of railroad ter- 
minals and found Sackett at the 
Union station. He was arrested.

Fried, who modestly replied: ‘I 
did what any sailor would do: it 
was just my luck to be there. Any 
other ship would have done the 
same.”

INDORSES PORTER BILL 
IN LETTER TO AUTHOR 


secretary Feels Initial Costs 
Soon Would be Compensated 
For by Rental Economies. 


(By the Associated Préss.) 

Secretary Kellogg is convinced 
the time-has come for this country 
to establish a policy of owning its 
own embassy, legation and consu- 
late buildings in foreign countries. 

Initial costs, he feels, will be 
compensated for within a briet time 
by rental economies and ejimination 
of- delays resulting from use of 
scattered buildings by vayious 
branches of the diplomatic corps in 
many large capitals. Lacking such 
buildings, it is still practically im- 
possible to select other than rela- 
tively wealthy men to represent the 
United States in foreign countries. 

The Secretary in a letter yester- 
day fo Chairman Porter of the 
House foreign affairs committee 
made clear he had given the ques- 
tion much consideration and that 
the program, which has been pro- 
posed in a bill introduced by Mr. 
Porter, was in-harmony with the 
financial program of President Cool- 
idge. 


Kellogg Indorses Porter Bill. 


Mr. Kellogg indorsed the Porter 
bill, which would authorize the 
State Department to acquire sites 
in a number of foreign cities for 
embassy and other diplomatic 
buildings. Mearings on this meas- 
nre are expecied to be started by 
the committee this week. 

“The United States maintains 51 
diplomatic missions abroad,’ 
Secretary wrote. “‘Only fourteen are. 
housed in government-owned build-| 
ings. Two additional buildings are | 
in course of construction. In cap- 
itals such as Berlin, Rome, Buenos 
Aires, Brussels, Stockholm, The 
Hague, Vienna, Budapest, Warsaw 
and Lima the American diplomatic 
representative occupies rented build- 
‘ings for offices and residences and 
receives no allowance for the cost 
of his residence.

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THE TACNA-ARICA PLEBISCITE. 

The fact that an electoral law governing the 
Tacna-Arica plebiscite has been unanimously 
adopted by the plebiscitary commission indi- 
cates that the government of Chile has aban- 


doned its opposition to the plebiscite.’ If from 
now on the proceedings meet with the hearty 
cooperation of Chile, the threatened loss of 
international prestige by that nation will be | 
avoided. 

The plebiscite has been unduly delayed and 
impeded by the hostility of official and un- 
official Chilean elements in the disputed area, 
encouraged by the mistaken attitude of the 
Chilean government in insisting that its “‘sov- 
ereignty’’ over Tacna and Arica was paramount 
to the authority of the plebiscitary commis- 
sion. 

Chile does not hold. Tacna and Arica as g 
sovereign, but is in possession of that ter- 
ritory by virtue of the treaty of Ancon, pend- 
ing a decision by popular vote whether the 
territory shall be annexed to Chile or Peru. 
Chile’s relation to Tacna and Arica is that of 
a trustee, charged with the goca administra- 
tion of the provinces until the people thereof 
determine the question of sovereignty. The 
protocol of arbitration between Chile and Peru 
provides that if the arbitrator should order a 
plebiscite the arbitrator shall be empowered 
to determine the conditions thereof; that is, 
he may require such changes in the Chilean 
administration as will insure a free vote and 
a fair count. There is no limitation upon the 
authority. of the arbitrator to determine the 
conditions under which the plebiscite shall be 
held. But the protocol provided that if the 
arbitrator should ‘not order a plebiscite, Chile 
should continue to administer the provinces 
“pending an agreement as to the disposition 
of the territory.”’ 

The clear intent of the protocol, therefore, 
was to subordinate the Chilean administration 
to the requirements of the arbitrator in insur- 
ing a successful plebiscite. No other arrange- 
ment could have been made.- The local offi- 
clals of Tacna and Arica were unwilling or 
unable to grasp the fact that their authority 
was tentative, and subject to such modifica- 
tions as the plebiscite commission might pre- 
scribe. This official attitude’ fortified the 
Chilean population in its attitude of defiance 
and obstruction up to the point where the 
Chilean government was forced to choose be- 
tween withdrawal from an untenable posi- 
tion or the repudiation of its own signature 
to the protocol of‘arbitration. 

The course of Gen. Pershing was one of 
unswerving adherence to the demand. for such 
conditions as would insure a fair plebiscite. 
His patience in the face of insult and obstruc- 
tion was finally. rewarded by Chile’s ac- 
quiescence in his demands. Chile’s appeal to 
the arbitrator, President Coolidge, merely re- 
sulted in the confirmation of Gen. Pershing’s 
demands. The changes in Chilean administra- 
tion. which he proposed were found by the 
arbitrator to be proper and necessary. 

The plebiscite commission, under Gen. Las- 
siter, will doubtless-encounter difficulties on_ 
account of the hostility of the Chilean popula- 
tion, but its authority has been greatly en- 
hanced by the arbitrator’s decision and by 
Chile’s acceptance of the principle that its own 
authority over Tacna and Arica is provisional 
and subject to the superior authority of the 
plebiscite commission. Disorder in the prov- 
inces can be put down by the plebiscite com- 
mission, and hostile local officials can be re- 
moved. In due ‘time, from present prospects, 
the people of Tacna and Arica will decide for 
themselves whether the provinces shall belong 
to Chile or Peru.

The story of the amazing advance of America 
in wealth staggers the imagination. 
In 1904 the estimated wealth of the United 
States was about $107,000,000,000. In 1922 
it was about $320,000,000,000. The stock of

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TAXING MUNICIPAL EMPLOYEES. 

An interesting matter came before the Sen- 
ate during the discussion of the 1926 tax bill, 
}as amended by the Senate, in regard to the 
imposition of an income tax on the salaries of 
employes of municipal waterworks, electric 
light plants and street railways. 

Under the Constitution and the decisions of 
the courts, the government.can“not impose an 
income tax on the salaries of employes of a 
State or a. subdivision of a State, such as a 
county, school district or municipality. This 
exempts all State officials, city officials, 
county officials and others receiving salaries 
directly from the governmental activities of a 
State or political subdivision thereof. 

It appears that many employes of municipal 
water plants have been sued by the govern- 
ment for back income taxes on the ground that 
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such salaries are not paid out of 
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strictly gov 


erpmental activities. It is claimed that. many 
collectors of internal revenue held otherwise 
and required no return or payment of the 
Federal income tax. 4 

In the fall of 1924 the solicitor of the in 
ternal revenue bureau issued a ruling that 
“salaries of employes of municipal water- 
works, lighting plants and street railways are 
taxable under the income tax law, applicable 
to back taxes from and including 1918.” 

In the case of Frey. vs. Woodworth, the | 
United States District Court in Michigan held | 
that such employes are not subject to a Fed- 


| eral income tax, because-the operation of such 
| utilities 


is a ‘governmental function. In the 
face of this decision, it is contended that the 
ruling of the solicitor of the internal revenue 
bureau is a discrimination against such em- 
ploves, because the salaries of all other State, 
county or municipal ¢émployes are exempt from 
the Federal income: tax. 

In the Senate debate over this matter, it | 
was maintained by several Senators that this | 
is a discrimination and an injustice, especially 
in demanding back taxes under the penalty 
clause of the income tax law. As to the 
legality of the ruling of the internal revenue 
department, the Supreme Court has the case 
of Frey vs. Woodworth before it. To obviate 
the injustice of demanding penalties for back 
taxes, which in some cases now .amount to | 
more than the original taxes, it may be deemed | 
wise to insert in the new law a provision for 
relief from or a rebate of the penalties. How- 
ever, the rule of imposing a Federal income 
tax on salaries of employes of municipal water | 
plants, electric light plants and street railways 
will stand until and unless reversed by the 
Supreme Court.

When it is considéred that ever since the | 
income tax program was launched the busi- | 


ness of that unit of the internal revenue bu- 


reau has grown to enormous proportions, criti- | 
cism should be kind. Many billions of dollars | 
have been collected, many millions of returns | 
have been examined, and the work has reached 

stupendous proportions. | 

At the end of the fiscal year 1923 there were | 
3,032,000 income tax cases unclosed in the | 
bureau; that is, unsettled. A year later there 
were 2,430,000 cases unsettled. On the 30th 
of last June there were 2,011,000 cases un- 
settled. 

The law sets a limit of four.vears after 
whith old claims may not be made by tax- 
payers. It_is said that this limit should be 
shorter, to prevent the annoyance of setting 
up old claims and- delaying settlement of old 
income tax matters. 

The Couzens report savs: 
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The unsettled state of the law and prac- 
tice has encouraged the filing of claims 
for allowances and require the constant 
discussion and rediscussion and reconsid- 
erations of questions. 
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However, since- almost all the physical 
property of the United States had to be valued 
by the income tax unit of the Treasury De- 
partment, criticism on account of delay should 
be charitable.

COORDINATING POLICE WORK, 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of 
police, has taken an important step forward 
in the movement to promote efficiency in the 
police force of Washington. He has ordered 
that hereafter all precinct detectives shall at- 
tend daily conferences at the headquarters’ 
detective bureau where the precinct officers 
and headquarters men can exchange notes and 
agree upon a course of procedure in the inves- 
tigation of any crime. Inspector Pratt, 
sistant superintendent in command of the de- 
tective bureau, has stated that the original 
purpose of the detective bureau was to assist 
the officers of the various precincts in clearing 
up cases, but that it has wandered far afield, 
with the result that intense rivalry has grown 
up between the members of the detective bu- 
reau and the precincts. 

As Inspector Pratt points out, this is an in- 
tolerable situation that makes impossible the 
greatest efficiency in uncovering crime. In 
some instances, it is “Said, headquarters men 
arriving on the scene of a crime do not even 
know the identity of the precinct officers, nor 
do the precinct men know the detectives as- 
signed to the case. The result is a conflict of 
authority and procedure which has led fre- 
quently to the loss of valuable evidence. It is 
only natural that the headquarters detectives 
should be more expert in ferreting out major 
crime than those assigned to precincts. It is 
their business. Under the new order of things 
the two divisions of the police department will 
cooperate and coordinate their activities, 
which, it is believed, will operaté to do away 
with the rivalry that has existed, and make for 
far greater cfficiency.

Harry F. Guggenheim Says 
Prizes for New Devices Are 
Being Considered. 


New York, Jan. 31 (By A. P.).— 
Tentative plans for administering 
the $2,500,000 fund established by 
Daniel Guggenheim for the promo- 
tion of aeronautics were outlined 
today by Harry F. Guggenheim, 
president of the fund, who sug- 
gested that the money be used to 
finance educational activities, scien- 
tific research and the commercial 
development of aviation. 

In addition to aeronautical 
courses now being supported .in 
Eastern universities, the prelimin- 
ary report suggested the establish- 
ment of chairs of aeronautics in 
colleges of the West, South and 
Southwest, There may be strong 
it added, for 


the establishment of a school of 
aeronautics in one of the established 
engineering colleges on the West 
coast, inasmuch as no aeronauti- 
cal instruction is available west of 
Michigan. 


Must Look to Future. 


“In considering such projects,’’ 
said the report, ‘‘one must not 
overlook the fact that at least one 
year must elapse before a_ chair 
could be established, another four 
years before students could be 
graduated and another, say, two 
years at least before these graduates 
will have ‘found themselves.” So 
that in considering our market for 
aeronautical engineers, we must 
look seven years ahead.’”’ 

‘“‘Other educational activities 
under consideration include en- 
couragement of general aviation, 
lectures to seniors in civil and 
mechanical engineering at various 
universities, donation of special 
equipment for aeronautical educa- 
tion and research, the creation of

Metric System Bill 
Hearings Begin Today 


Gradual application of the metric 
system to the United States is pro- 
vided for in a bill introduced by 
Representative Britten, Illinois, 
and on which hearings will begin 
today before the House committee 
on coinage, weights and measures, 
of which Representative Perkins, 
New Jersey, is chairman. 


The Britten bill is described by its, 
proponents as the ‘“‘mildest’’ meas- 
ure which could be adopted, being 
merely introductory. It does not 
provide for a general application of 
the metric system but only ‘“‘in the 
buying and selling of commodities.”’ 
It does not apply to manufacturing 
nor to surveying of lands. Further- 
more, ten years are allowed for ex- 
tension of the system to merchandis- 
ing.

One of the 
largest manufacturers reported, 
however, that inquiries from the 
railroads, equipment makers and 
builders were heavy, with only the 
demand from the automobile in- 
dustry showing signs of diminish- 
ing. 
Chief interest in the earning 
reports of the United States and 
Bethighem Steel corporations made 
public last week centered in the 
rather narrow margin of profits in 
the face of last year’s record pro- 
duction of steel ingots. In neither 
case was the enormous volume of 
business translated into swollen 
profits, largely becayse of the 
lower prices maintained through- 
out the year. Total earnings of 
thé United States Steel Corporation, 
for. instance, exceeded $165,000,- 
000, a gain of about $12,000,000 
over 1924, but they were far from 
eftialing those of 1923, 1920 or the 
record-breaking war-time years. 


Weekly Reviews Cautious. 


The confusion of business tend- 
encies was reflected in the cautious 
tenor of the weekly: mercantile re- 
views, one of which noted an ap- 
parent slowing up in trade and in- 
dustry, while another found that 
encouraging prospects predom- 
inated. Manufacturing and 4€is- 
tributing lines are more active than 
a year ago, but it must be con- 
ceded. that they are not moving 
with the speed exhibited earlier in 
the month, said Bradstreet’s:

The size ofthe acceptance mar- 
ket, acceptances being used pri-| 
marily to finance the movements of! 
exports and imports, although fre- 
quently drawn against goods in 
warehouses—is best appreciated by | 
comparing it with the commercial | 
paper market, which has been in ex-| 
istence in this country more than| 
50 years. 

The New York Federal Reserve 
Bank receives monthly’ reports 
from 26 of the dealers who handle 
a large portion of the amount of 
paper sold in this country. The 
dealers reporting had last Septem- 
ber around $720,000,000 outstand- 
ing and it was estimated that 
about $72,000,000 additional was 
handled by nonreporting dealers. 
Recent estimates place the amount 
of outstanding commercial paper 
somewhat over $800,000,000. 

Commercial paper is usually 
used to finance domestic under- 
takings and hence the registration | 
of such paper, if it could all be| 
registered and bank loans of the 
firm also be ascertained—would 
be a fairly accurate barometer of 
trade and credit conditions. 

The national creditors last year 
estimated that more than one-third 
of the outstanding commercial 
paper was created by concerns in 
the textile industries. The next 
largest groups were dealers in 
foodstuffs, metal, leather and 
lumber respectively. 

The establishment of an accep- 
tance market here has caused many 
foreign bankers to employ their 
balances in New York. Only last 
week, for instance, several German 
banks, unable to obtaih profitable 
short term securities in their coun- 
try, bought acceptances here. This 
constant world flow of funds occa- 
sionally sends money from New 
York to Europe or South America. 
The general effect on both accep- 
tance and commercial paper mar- 
kets, however, has been to stabilize 
all money rates.

Putting the bus into its own 
business instead of letting it take 
business away from it is the new 
policy of every well managed rail- 
road and it means big business for 
the roads as well as for the bus 
builders.

BOTH SEARCHED LONG 


A father’s loneliness for his only 
son ended yesterday, when, after a 
search of more than a quarter of a 
century the couple were reunited. 

Thirty years ago James B. 
Bowen, 55 years old, of 510 C street 
northeast, then living in Stonewall, 
Va., became separated from his 
wife. Shortly afterward, Mr. Bowen, 
at the advice of friends, took his 
3-year-old baby, Ernest, to Balti- 
more, where he had him placed in a 
private institution. 

The following year, Mr. Bowen 
went to Baltimore to see his boy, 
but through some unknown manner, 
the record of his child was missing. 
Frantic search failed to reveal the 
whereabouts of his baby. Some time 
later, Mr. Bowen returned to his 
home in Virginia, but not before 
asking police of Baltimore to con- 
tinue the search for his boy.
